Strategy  Considered 
For  Pornography  Fight

Plans  were  put  in  motion  for  the 
support  of  anti-pornography  legisla¬ 
tion  in  Mississippi  during  the  next  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Legislature  when  a  group  of 
leaders  from  several  denominations 
met- last  week  at  the  Baptist  Building 
in  Jackson. 

The  meeting  was  called  by  Clark 
Hensley,  executive  director  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Christi;  Action 
Commission.  Eleven  represv^itatives 
from  three  denominations  were  pre¬ 
sent. 

Hensley  said  he  called  the  meeting 
to  consider  strategy  for  creating  bet¬ 
ter  awareness  of  pornography's  prog¬ 
ress  in  the  state.  He  said  he  hopes  that 
grass  roots  support  will  develop  “for 
constructive  legislation  to  cope  with 
the  problem  in  the  state.” 

He  added,  “We  are  not  interested  in 
a  bill  that  is  religiously  sponsored.  It 
must  comeirom  the  legislators  them¬ 
selves. 

“No  doubt  some  sort  of  legislation  on 
pornography  will  be  pre-filed.  As  soon 
as  it  is  we  will  call  another  meeting  at 
which  representatives  of  various  con¬ 
cerned  groups  can  be  present" 

“The  legislation  could  be  inter¬

Willard  Brown,  pastor  of  the  Wake 
Forest  Church,  which  has  had  women 
deacons  since  1924  but  has  never  or¬ 
dained  a  woman  to  the  ministry,  said 
Mrs.  Adams  “is  one  of  the  few  and 
maybe  among  the  first”  to  serve  as  an 
ordained  woman  missionary. 

But  Uxiis  Cobbs,  secretary  for  mis¬ 
sionary  personnel  at  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board,  said  no  information  is  av¬ 
ailable  on  the  number  of  ordained 
women  serving  as  missionaries.  Al¬ 
though  no  accurate  Southern  Baptist 
Convention-wide  figures  exist,  about 
30  Southern  Baptist  churches,  out  of 
35.255.  are  believed  to  have  ordained 
/  women,  a  practice  not  common  among 
Southern  Baptist  churches. 

Cobbs  said  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  does  not  recommend  ordination 
for  either  men  or  women.  “That's  a 
church  function  and  church  decision,” 
he  said,  noting  that  the  U.  S.  govern¬ 
ment,  for  tax  purposes,  recognizes 
missionary  appointment  as  parallel  to 
ordination. 

Brown  described  the  ordination  of 
the  couple  as  “an  action  by  a  local, 
autonomous  congregation”  and  said 
that  it  was  not  r^uested  or  encour¬ 
aged  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 

Mrs.  Adams,  a  native  of  Highland 
Park.  Mich.,  said  she  sees  herself  as 
“a  Baptist  minister  in  the  broad  sense 
of  the  word— not  as  a  pastor  of  a  local 
congregation"  She  said,  "I  don't 
equate  ordination  with  just  being  a 
pastor.  I  have  been  a  minister  as  a 
Girls  in  Action  (GAi  leader,  &sn<iay 
School  teacher  and  counselor  in  ray 
church.  I  will  continue  to  perform 
ministry  on  the  mission  field"

No  Problems? 


God  had  a  parpaae  in  mind  when  He 
made  the  mouth  to  close  and  the  ears 
to  always  remain  open.

When  confronted  by  God’s  call,  Moses  said,  “Who  am  I,  that  I  should  go  to 
Pharoah,  and  that  I  should  bring  the  sons  of  Israel  out  of  Egypt?”  (Ex.  3 :11, 
NAS ).  There  are  a  number  of  different  ways  to  interpret  Moses’  response^^i^ 
Could  It  be  that  Moses  was  reluctant  to  go  back  to  Egypt 
because  it  would  mean  a  life  filled  with  pressures  and  prob-^^^^^^^H 
lems?!  can  justhear  Moses  thinking  tohimself:  ‘’Lord,ifIgoH|^^^^^H 
back  to  Egypt  I  am  just  asking  for  migraine  headaches.  For 
me  Egypt  will  only  mean  pain,  pressure,  and  problems.” 

How  would  you  like  to  live  without  pain?  Every  muscle  inF^ 
your  body  would  be  in  perfect  rhythm.  How  would  you  like  toK^vAa^^l 
live  withmt  problems?  You  would  havea  perfect  marriage  in 
which  you  and  your  wife  would  live  in  complete  harmony. 

Your  children  would  obey  your  every  wish  and  excell  in  their  _ ^ 

studies.  Your  finances  would  be  in  such  good  shape  that  it  Arnarny 
would  be  impossible  for  you  to  spend  all  your  money. 

How  would  you  like  to  live  without  pressure?  All  your  decisions  would  be 
reached  with  a  simple  deliberation.  You  would  sleep  soundly  for  ten  hours  every 
night  and  arise  every  morning  with  a  positive  attitude. 

Y es,  how  would  you  like  to  live  without  pain,  problems,  or  pressures?  The  way 
to  achieve  such  euphoria  is  simple— become  a  corpse.  I  have  observed  a  very 
special  characteristic  of  every  corpse:  it  feels  no  pain,  has  no  problems,  and 
experiences  no  pressure.  You  can  kick  it,  spit  on  it,  or  talk  about  it,  but  it  never 
reacts. 

There  is  no  way  to  live  without  pain,  prdblems,  and  pressures.  However,  with 
God’s  help  we  can  learn  to  cope  with  the  problems  and  pressures  of  life.  As  Paul 
said,  “We  can  be  more  than  conquerors  through  Him  wholoved  us ; ;  (Rom.  8 :37 ).

Faith  In  Time  Of  Peril

Acts  27:21-28. 1*44 

Paul  showed  exemplary  courage 
and  faith  during  a  storm  and  ship¬ 
wreck.  He  had  learned  to  trust  God  in 
every  experience;  he  walked  dose  to 
CTirist  so  that  he  could  confidently 
grasp  his  hand  and  gain  victory  over 
fears.  He  had  obeyed  the  Spirit's  voice 
on  many  occasions  prior  to  this  ex¬ 
perience  so  that  he  could  be  encour¬ 
aged  by  the  Spirit  in  the  midst  of  the 
storm. 

The  apostle  had  learned  to  daim 
Cellist's  promise :  "Let  not  your  hearts 
be  troubled,  neither  let  them  be 
afraid”  (John  14 :27 1.  This  is  the  kind 
of  experience  Christians  today  can 
find  also,  even  in  threatening,  worri¬ 
some  situations. 

When  Paul's  trial  was  over  Agrippa 
and  F estus  agreed  that  Paul  had  done 
nothing  that  merited  either  death  or 
imprisonment  "This  man  could  have 
bem  set  free  if  he  had  not  appealed  to 
(^esar,”  Agrippa  said  (28:33).  Thus 
Paul  was  put  in  the  custody  of  a  Roman 
centurion  and  along  with  other  prison¬ 
ers  was  put  on  a  ship  bound  for  Rome 
Luke,  the  writer  of  Acts,  was  also  in 
the  party  The  date  of  the  journey  was 
A.D  60 

The  voyage  was  made  in  three 
ships;  a  coaster  from  Caesarea  to 
Myra  on  the  southwest  coast  of  Asia 
Minor;  a  cargo  vessd  carrying  grain 
on  the  regular  run  from  Alexai^rra  to 
Rome,  from  Myra  to  Malta;  and 
another  from  Malta  to  Puteoli.  in  the 
Bay  of  Naples. 

Setting  out  from  Myra,  the  party  ran 
into  serious  trouble  in  the  form  of  ad¬ 
verse  winds  on  the  hundred  and  thirty 
mile  trip  to  Cnidus,  arhich  boasted  an 
excellent  harbor  Finally,  they  came 
toFair  Havens  on  the  southern  coast  of 
Oete.  At  that  point.  Paul  warned 
against  continuing  the  voyage  because 
of  possible  bad  weather 

Luke  indicated  that  the  time  of  the 
year  was  dangerous  for  sailing.  This
